A revisios of the laws respecting the 
general clections appears to have be- 
come necessary for tue purpose of ascer- 
taining, whether, by their present provi 
slons, every chien entitled to vote, a6 ful- 
ly protected in the tree excrcise of his 
elective franchise. Tt has been repre 
sented as a subject of complaint. that 
sane persons possessing ail Other requis 
site qualifications have been deprived ot 
their votes, by their names being, either 
accidentaily or through design, omitted 
in the assessinemt of taxes The duration 
of time necessary to constitute a residence 
to entitle a qualified elector to vote at any 
particular district, bas been so much dis- 
puted and so differently deciced, at dif- 
ferent umes and places, th ta lepisiative 
p ovision to settle the question would 
have a happy ioflucrce, not only in the 
relief it would afford to the judges of 
elections, but also in preventing the ex 
cuement of angry passions, intemperate 
di bate, and unnecessary delay, And it 
would certainly be an important amend- 
ment, as it would essentiaily contribute 
tv obtaining a fair expression of the pub 
lic will, if a provision could be adopted, 
by which our fellow citigens might) be 
secured ayainst the dece ptious of design 
ing iodividuals to which they are exposed 
at elections in the exercise of their inval- 
uable privelege of voting 

As convected with this subject, 1 
would submit also the propiicty of so 
amending an act, passed on the 24th of 
March, 1817, entitled, ““An- act to pre 
vent Wagering and betting on elections?”

Whitet the application of 
national of state resources to these objeet~ faci- 
Itates intercourse, and relieves the farmer and 
manulactur-r from the arden of expensive 
transportation, it strengthens the ties of union 
and binds communities together, by the lasting 
cement of mutual intesest. Pennsylvania has 
not been remittin her attention fo this subject. 
With a bbe: ality highly honourable, her legisla- 
ture has at different tomes, appropriated large 
sums of money in acd of turnpikes, bridges and 
other improvements. ‘The whole sum thas ap 
propriated from the year 1616, to the perimd 
when Dentered upon toe diutics of the executive 
office amounted to § 2,423,287, of which there 
was paid during the same perwd, 1,960,208 dol- 
lars, leaving a balance due on the 3Uth of No. 
vember 1823, of 465,079 doliars, 

Vo meet the appropriations made by the legis. 
lature at the time mentioned, recourse was bad 
to loans, of which there remained also unpaid an 
the 30h of November 1820, the sum of 480,000 
dollars, making the aggregate amount of debt 
at that pertwod 943,079 dollars, 

In prosceuting the system of improvement pa 
tronised by the legislature, the stock of several 
of the compames proved inadequate to the ex- 
pense of completing the roads which they had 
commenced, and some of them had contracted 
large debts which they were unable to pay — 
As, theretore, in their unfinished state, roads and 
improvements were comparatively useless, and 
justice required that the labourer who had 
faithtully tutilled his part of the contract, should 
be compensated fur his services, it was deemed 
expedent to make additional appropriations ; 
aud tor these and other improvements, consid. 
ered by the legistature of sufficient importance 
io be prowided for, 805,680 dollars were granted 
by an act passed on the 26h of March 1821, en- 
utied “ An act for the improvement of state.” 

The ordinary revenue being insufficieut to 
meet the demands arising from the system of 
improvements which the representatives of the 
people thus thought proper to authorise, it be. 
came neccssary to devise additional means; and 
as the policy of disposing of part of the bank 
stock er other stocks of the Commonwealth was 
doubted, the executive was directed to borrow 
one million of dollars, at an interest not excecd- 
ing five per cem. These facts shew that the 
state of Pennsylvania has not been unmindful 
ot unprovement>. Whilst, however, as one of 
her citizens, U feel a becoming pride in the con. 
acionuonesa that she bas not been tardy in the 
carcer of enterprize, it would be unjust to ar- 
rogale any mérit -to myself, or claim a share of 
the praise whichis due to others. The system 
of improvement, now nearly completed, com- 
menced with my predecessors. The first act 
by which roads and bridges received the sanc- 
tion of the state, and the aid of its funds, was 
passed on the 17th March 1806. ‘That act was 
fullowed up by othets prior to my time; and al 
though appropriations were made by the act of 
1821, tor improving the navigation of various 
croeks and rivers a> well as opening and improv- 
ty roads other than turnpikes, yct nearly halt 
the million loan was necessary to discharge debs 
contracted prior to the year 162), leaving out 
of view the amount cfloans obtained during the 
ganic Ported, which still remain unpaid. 

Since the date of the law for the improve- 
ment of the state, passed in March, 1821, 
$256,289 have been granted by different acts 
of the legislature, for the use of various litera- 
ry and benevolent institutions, and for the en- 
couragement and promotion of sundry improve- 
ments, exclusive of 50,000 dollars granted by 
an act of the last session, for improving the na- 
vigation of the Susquchanna from the town of 
Columbia to the Maryland line, payable by in- 
stalments not exceeding 10,000 dollars in one 
year. And within the same period 228,709 dol- 
lars have been paid in discharge of these seve- 
ral grants, exclusive of 7000 dollars which the 
commissioners for clearing the Susquehanna 
have received at different times, on account of 
their first instalment, agreeably to the terms of 
the act under which they hold their appoint- 
ments, and by wyich the appropriation was 
mace.

ity, Lwill not pretend to say that my opinions, 
ou these occasions, may not bave been in erroi; 
but ft cin truly say, that they were the resuit of 
debberate reflection, tormed agre eably to what 
I corccived to be the true construction of the 
constitution, and the best interests of our con- 
Slituerits, 

Having been for nearly fifty years occasianal- 
ly engaged in various highly responsible staiions 
m the scevice of my country, having witnessed 
its progress from colonial vassalagr to iIndepen- 
dence and sovereignty, itis with the most sin- 
cere pleasure, that on quitting the theatre of 
public action, bean congratulate you, and our 
fcllow citizens at large, on the propitions siua- 
tion im which it is now placed. And I avail my- 
selfotthe occasion it aflords of repeatiug my 
ervent prayers tothe Aimighty Ruler of the 
Universe, under whose supeimending influence 
it has attained its present emmence, that he may 
continne to cherish it with bis fostering care, 
preserving its citizens in the free enj yment of 
thetr just mghts aud republican instnuiions, un- 
til all earthly governments shall be terminated 
by the consummation of time,

The actual condition of the public finances 
iore than realizes the favorable anticipations 
that were entertained of it at the opening of 
the last session of Congress. On the first of 
January there wasa balance in the Treasury of 
four million two hundred and thirty-seven thonu- 
sand four handred and twenty-seven dollars 
and fifty-five cents. From that time to the 
thirtieth September, the receipts amounted to 
upwards of sixtcen millions one hundred thou- 
sant dollars, and the expenditures to eleven 
midfions four hundred thousand dollars.  Dur- 
ing the fourth quarter of the year, it is este 
mated, that the receipts will, at least, equal the 
expenditures, and that there will remain in the 
Treasury on the first day of January next a 
wirplus of nearty nine millions ef dollars. 

On the first day of January, eighteen hun- 
dred and twouty-five, a large amount of the 
war debt, and a part of the revolutionary debt, 
become redeemable. Additional portions of 
the former will continue to become redecma- 
ble, annually, until the vear eighteen hundred 
and thirty-five. It is beheved, however, that, 
if the United States remain at peace, the whole 
of that debt may be redeemed, by the ordina- 
ry revenue of thove years during that period, 
umiler the provision of the act of March 
third, eighteen hundred and seventeen, cre- 
ating the sinking fund, and, im that case, 
the only part of the debt that will remain, 
after the year exghteen hundred and thirty- 
tive, will be the seven millions of five por 
stock subscribed to the Bank of the Unit 
ect States, and the three per cent. revolutiona-

Under the appropriation of five thousand 
dollars for exploring the western waters for the 
location of asite for a Westcra Armory, a com 
His1oOn Was constituted, consisting of colonel 
M'Kee, colonel Les, and captain Taveert, who 
have been engaged in exploring the country 
They have not yet reported the result of thei 
labours, but itis behevwed that they will be 
prepared to do it, at an carly part of the Ses- 
mon of Congress. 

During the month of June last, General 
Ashley and his party, who were trading under 
a heense trom the government, were attacked 
by the Ricarees while peaceably trading with 
the Inchans, at their request. Several of the 
party were kitled and wounded and thcir pro- 
perty taken or destroyed. 

Colonel Leavenworth, who commanded Fort 
Atkinson, at the Council Bluffs, the most west- 
era post, apprehending that the lostile spirit 
of the Ricearees would extend to other tribes 
im that quarter, and that thereby the lves of 
the traders On the Missour, and the peace of 
the frontier, would be endangered, took imme 
diate measures to cheek the evil 

With a detachment of the re eunent station- 
ed at the Bluffs, he successfully attacked the 
Ricaree village, and at is hoped that such an 
impresson bas been made an them, as well as 
on the other trbes on the Missoun, as will pre- 
venta recurrence of future hostilty, 

The report of the Secretary of War, which 
is herewith transmitted, will exhibit, in greater

I transmit a return of the militia ef the seve- 
ral states, according tv the last reports which 
have been made, by the proper aflicers in 
each, to the Department of War.

The report of the Secretary of the Navy, 
which is now @@mmunicated, furnishes an ac- 
count of the administ ration of that Department, 
for the first three quarters of the present sear, 
with the progress made in augmenting the 
Navy, and the manner in which the vess Is in 
commission have been employed. 

"The usual force has been maintained in the 
Mediterancan Sc a, the Pacific Ocean, and along 
the Atlantic Coast, and ha: afforded the neces- 
sary. protection to our commerce in those. scas. 

in the West lndies and the Guiph of Mexi- 
co. our naval force has been augmented, by 
the addition of several sinall ves-els, provided 
for by the “ act authorising an additional naval 
force for the suppression of piracy,” passed by 
Congress at their last session. “That armament 
has been eminently sucecssful in the accom. 
plishment of its object. The piracies, by « hich 
our comumerce in the neighborhood of tire Island 
of Cuba had been afflicted, have been repres- 
sed, and the confidence of our merchants in a 
great measure restored. y 

The patriotic geal and enterprise of Commo- 
dore Porter, to whom the coinmand of the ex- 

edition was confided, has been fuily seconded 
o the officers and men, under his command. 
And, in re fleeting, with high satisfaction, on 
the honorable manner in which they have sus- 
tained the reputation of their country and its 
navy, the sentiment is alloyed only by a con- 
cern, that, in the fulfilment of that arduous 
service, the diseases incident to the season, 
and to the climate in which it was discharged, 
have depr ved the nation of many uscful lives, 
and among them of scveral officers of great 
promise. 

Inthe month of August a very malignant fe- 
ver made its appearance at Thompson's Island, 
which threatened the destruction of our station 
there. Many perished; and the conunand.ing 
officer was severely attacked. Uncertain as to 
his fate, and knowing that most of the medical 
officers had been readcred incapable of dis- 
charging their duties, it) was thought expedi- 
ent to send to that post an officer of rank and 
experience, with several skilfal surgeons to 
ascertain the origia of the fever and the proba- 
bility of its recurrence there in future seasons; 
to furnish every assistance to those who wer 
suffering, and, f practicable, to avoid the ne- 
cessity of abandoning so unportant a stalion.— 
Commodore Rodgers, with a promptitude 
which did him honor, cheerfully accepted that 
trust, and dias discharged it in the manner anti- 
cipated from his skill and patriotism. Before 
his arrival, Commodore Porter, with the great- 
er part of the squadron, had removed from the 
Island, and returned to the United States in 
consetuuence of the prevailing sickness. Much 
useful information has however been obtained, 
as to the state of the Island, and great relict 
afforded to those who had been necessarily left 
tucre. 

Although our expedition, co-operatinys with 
an invigorated adininistration of the govern- 
ment of the Island of Cuba, and with the cor- 
responding active exertions of a British naval 
force in the same seas, have almost entirely de- 
st royed the unhecensed pivac ies from that Is- 
land, the suceess of our exertions has not been 
equally effectual to suppress the same crime, 
under other pretences and colors, in the neigh- 
boring island of Porto Rico. ‘They have been

the present year, remonstrances were made to 
the Governor of thatisland, by an agent who 
was sent for the purpose, against those outra- 
geson the peaceful commerce of the United 
States, of which many had occurred. ‘That offi- 
ccr, professing his own want of authority to 
make satistuction for our just complaints, an- 
awered only by a reference of them to the gov- 
erument of Spain. The minister of the United 
States to that court was specially instructed to 
urge the necessity of the unmediate and effee- 
tual interposition of that government, directing 
restitution and indemnity for wrongs already 


committed, and interdieting the repetition of 


them. The mimster, as has been seen, was 
debarred access to the Spanish government, 
and, in the meantime, several new 
flagrant outrage have occurred, and citizens 
of the United States in the island of Porto Rico 
have suffered, and others have been threaten- 
ed with, assassmation, for ass rting thoir un. 
questionable rights, even before the lawful tri- 
bunals of the country.

here was duc by the Department, tecontrac. 
tors, on the first of July last twenty thoe- 
sand five hundred and forty-cight dollars and 
sixty-four cents. 

The transportation of the mail, within five 
years past, has been greatly extended, and the 
expenditures of the department proportionably 
increased. Although the postage, which has 
accrittd within the last three years, has fallen 
short of the expenditures. two hundred and 
sixty-two thousand cight hundred and twenty - 
one dollars and forty s.x cents, it appears that 
collections have been made from the outstand- 
inf balances to mect the principal part of the’ 
current demands. 

It is estimated that not more than two hun 
dred and fifty thousand dollars of the above 
balances can be collected, and that a consider- 
able part of this sum can only be realized 
by a resort to legal process. Some improve- 
lent in. the receipts for postage is expected. 
A prompt attention to the collection of moneys 
received by post.masters, it is believed wall 
enable the department to continue its operati- 
ons without aid from the Treasury, unless the 
expenditure shall be increased by the establish- 
nent of new mail routes. 

A revision of some parts of the post-office 
law may be necessary; and it is submitted, 
whether it would not be proper to provide for 
the appointment of post masters, where the 
compensation exceeds a certain amount, by 
nomination to the Senate, as other officers of 
the general government are appointed. 

Having communicated my views to Congress, 
at the commencement of the last session, res- 
pecting the encouragement which ought to be 
given to our manufactures, and the principle 
on which it should be founded, I have only to 
add that those views remain unchanged, and 
that the present state of those countries, with 
which we have the most immediate political 
rclations and greatest commercial intercourse, 
tends toconfirm them. Under this impression, I 
recoinmend a review of the tariff, for the pur- 
pose of affording such additional protection to 
those articles which we are prepared to manu- 
facture, or which are more immediately con- 
nected with the defence and indepeadence of 
the country. 

The actual state of the public accounts fur- 
nishes additional evidence of the efliciency of 
the present system of accountability, in rela- 
tion to the public expenditure. Of the monies 
drawn from the ‘Treasury since the 4th of March, 
1817, the sum remaining unaccounted. for on 
the 30th of Sept. last, is more than a million 
and a half of collars lesa than on the SUth of 
September preceding; and, during the same 
period, a reduction of nearly a million of dol- 
lars has bcen made tn the amount of the unset- 
thed accounts for monies advanced previously 
to the 4th of March, 1817. it will be obvious 
that, in proportion as the mass of accounts of 
the latter description is diminished, by settle- 
ment, the didiculty of settling the residue is 
increased, from the consideration that, in many 
instances, it can be obtained only by legal pro- 
cess. For more precise details on this subject, 
I refer to a report from the First Comptroller 
of the ‘Treasury. 

The sum which was appropriated at the last 
session, fur the repairs of the Cumberland road, 
has been applicd wath good effect to that ob- 
ject. A final report has not yet been received 
from the ageut who was appointed to super- 

intend it. As soon as it is received, it shall be 
communicated to Congress. 

Many patriotic and enlightened citizens, who 
have made the subject an object of particular 
investigation, have suggested an improvement 
of still greater importance. They are of opi- 
nion that the waters of the Chesapcake and 
Ohio may be connected together by one con- 
tinued canal, and at ap expense tar short of the 
value and importance of the object to be ob- 
tained. If this could be accompiished, it is 
impossible to calculate the beneficial conse- 
quences which would result from it. A great 
portion of the produce of the very fertile coun- 
try through which it would pass, would find a 
market through that channel. ‘Troops might 
be moved with great facility in war, with can- 
non, and every kind of munition, and in either 
direction, Conuecting the Atlantic with the 
Weetcra country, in a line passing through the 
seat of the national government, it would con- 
trbute essentially to strengthen the bond of 
Union itself. Believing as I do, that Congress 
possess the ryght to appropriate money for such 
a national object, (the jurisdiction remaining 
to the states through which the canal would 
pass,) LE submit it to vour consideration whe- 
ther it may not be advisable to authorize, by 
an adequate appropriation, the employment of 
a suitable number of the officers of the corps 
of engineers, to examine the unexplored 
ground, during the next season, and to report 
their opinion thereon, It will likewise be pro- 
per to extend their examination to the several 
routes through which the waters of the Ohio 
may be connected, by canals, with those of 
Lake Erie. 

As the Cumberland road will require annual 
repairs, and Congress have not thought if ex- 
pechent to recommend to the states an amend- 
men! to the constitution, for the purpose of 
vesting in the United States a power to adopt 
aml execute « svatenr of internal improvement, 
it is also submitted to your consideration, whe- 
ther it may not be expedicnt to authorise the 
Executive toenterinty an arresngement with the 
several states through which the road passes, 
to establish tolls, cach within its limits, for the 
purpose of defraying the expense of future re- 
pains, and of providing, also, by suitable penal- 
tics, for its protection against future i juries. 

The act @ Congress of the seventh of May, 
one thousand eight hundred and twenty two, 
appropriated the sam of twenty twe@ thousand 
seven hundred dollers for the purpose of erect- 
ing two piers as a shelter for vessels from ice, 
near Cape Menlopen, Delaware Bay. To ef- 
fect the object of the act, the officers of the 
board of Engineers, with Commodore Bain- 
bndge, were directed to prepare plans and es- 
timates of picts sutlicicnt to answer the purpose 
intended by the act. It appears by their report 
whieh aecompanies the documents from the 
War Department, that the appropriation is not 
adequate to the purpose iatended; and, as the 
jaers would be of great service, boti to the 
Hav tywuon of the Delaw arte Ray . wil the pro- 
tection of weasels on the adjacent parts of the 
coust, | submit for the consideration of Con- 
gress whether additional and sutiicient appro- 
priations should not be made. 

Tae board of Engineers were also direcied 
to examine and survey the entrance of the har- 
bour of the port of Presqtride in Pennsylvania, 
in orler to make au estimate of the expence of 
remuving the obstructions to the entrance, with 
a plan of the best mode of effecting the same 
under the appropriation for that purpose, by 
act Of Congress passed ‘third “of March last.—
